DIRECT EXAMINATION, 
DR. KRAUS; I am defense attorney for the Corps of Political 


Leaders, 
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be very short and for that reason this witness was brought over in place 
of the former witness. We hope that counsel will bbnfine himself to the 
meteriel evidence of the defense of the organization end be brief, Proceed 
with your examination Dr. Kraus, 

BY DR. KRAUS: 

Q The witness is a political leader from the German legal sector, 
The witness is to give evidence as to the organization of the DAF and the 
connection of the DAF with the politicel leaders of the party. 

I want to prove thet the political leaders of the DAY had nothing 
to do with the crimes cherzed by the prosecution to the political leaders. 
I shall now ask the questions of the witness, 

Doctor, your full name? 

A* Dr. Theodore Hupfeyer. 

Q When were you born? 

A I was born on July 17, 1906 in Dellmensingen. 

Q What was your career? 

A I went to elementary school a little more than five years. I 
attended high school for nine years, I studied law in Vietsburg ane 
Luzerne, Switzerland. I wes referendar at a Amtsgericht (coürthouse) 
Lendgericht (The lowest level of German Judicislism,9r district court) 
Bezirkaemt, Lanérat (Police Headguerters) and a privete attorney. 

Q Did you graduate? 


A Yes, I äi graduate from University and I got my Doctor of Law, 


Q After you finished your education, what functions and activities 


did you pursue? 
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A In 1933, approximately in July, my full time paid professional 
activities started with the DAF, I was employed by the DAF until 1944, 
I then became the chief of the Central Office in the Reichs Ministry 
for Armament and War Production, 

Q When did you join the NSDAP? 

A In October of 1930. 

Q Will you tell us why you joined the party? 

A The basic reason was the political weakness of the "Weimar" 
system ane. the effects which this weakness had on the foreign policy. 

I saw that myself, 

Q Die you varttcipate in any political activities before 
the N SDAP? 

A No, not at all, 

Q Witness whet was your last position in the DAF? 

A My last position was that of section chief of the Central Office 
of the DAF. I was in charge of the Section's Social Self administration, 

Q Since when did you fulfill this position? 


A I became the chief of that section around 1935 or 19%

. I was 
section chief from 1936 to 1944, 

© Did you, in this position, work immediately with the leiter 
of the DAF? 

A I wes immediately subordinate to the leiter of the DAY in ^ 
professionsl respect, 


© Did being the chief of a section within the DAF mean that you 


M) 
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also were the chief of a section within the party? 

A No, being chief of a department within the DAF does not 
necessarily mean being chief in the party. 

Q Will you give us a brief outline of the organizational structure 
of the DAFT 

A The regional orgenization of the DAF is not like thet of the 
party. On the Reichs level, we have the central office; in the Gau 
level, the Gau administration of the DAF, on the Kreis level, we have 
the Kreis administration of the DAF end on the Orts level, we have the 
Orts administration of the DAF. Within the regional structure there are 
Amts, respectively, main office or offices. An example for the most 
important are an amt for education training, an amt for public health, 
en amt for public education and an amt for social proper self admin- 
istration, then there are proper offices for the care of the factories, 
for the individual industriel places such as chemistry, etc. Furthere 
more there are the administration offices for organization, personnel 
sections, etc. 

Q Wes the DAF a component part of the NSDAP? 

A It was not an essential component, consequently, it wes not 
"oliederung" of the party, but an attached organization and as such it 
was financially a part of the organization, but es far as personnel was 
concerned it was not م‎ 


Á 
Q What were the connections between the DAF and the political 


leading authorities of the NSDAP? 
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A The main points of connection were that the leiter of the DAF 
at the same time was the Reichs organization leiter of the party. The 
Geu manager of the DAF at the same time was Gau Amts lieter of the 
NSDAP; the kriesleiter was kries amts leiter and the orts manager ۵ 
the erts amts leiter, 

Q The DAP, as such, has not been charged with any crime by the 
prosecution. The charges pertain to the so-called political leiters, who 
were the so-called Amtstrager (functionalists) of the DAF Walter. 

A No, there function did not meke them political leaders, even 
though it was generaly true of the Gau, Kreis and Orts managers. 

4 Af I understood you correctly, not all the amts managers et the 
same time were political leaders? 

A Thet is correct, I am convinced that in the central office, a minor 
part were political leaders, 

q Just what decided whether the amtsleiter was a political leader 
or not? 

A Becoming a political leader required an application to the party 
made by the superior to the individual en? then the appointment itself, 

Q Did it depend upon the functions of the in ividvual? 
A A decisive part wes played by the functions the individual fulfilled, 

Q Could it have ی‎ a of two people who fulfilled the same 
functions, one was a political leader and the other was not? 

& Yes, thet was the case in my office too,

Q Consequently, one of them would fell within the charges preferred 


asginst the political leaders anê the other would rot? 
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A Yes, 


Q Could it have happened that a section chief was not a political 
leader and one of his subordinates was the political leader. 

A Yes, because he was not a political leader on the basis of his 
‘function, but a polit£cal leader had to be appointed, 

Q Were you a political leader? 

A Yes. 

Q Wes this forced on you? 
No, 


You were especially appointed? 


> ox 


Yes, I was appointed, 

Q Were these appointments automatic ones or did you meke a special 
application in that respect? 

A I personally had nothing to do with such applications. The 
leiter of the DAF makes an application to the party chancellory, which 
would make the appointment by an or&er of the official, 

Q What was your renk as political leiter? 

A I wes Heuptáienstleiter. 

Q Were you appointed to your position in the DAF because you were 
a political leiter or did you become a political leiter because you 
proved yourself in your position in the DAF? 


A I became section chief only and solely on the basis of my 


efficiency. 
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Q What were your specific duties? 

I 

A I was the chief of the section for Soci self Adminis trz tion. 
This emt deals substantially with the following duties of the DAF, with 
the organization industries in command of economy, securing the cooper- 
ation of employers end employees on questions pertaining to work, this 
work was provided by way of the work commissions and work chambers, the 
erection of social contests characterized as an efficiency model of fac- 
tories, mostly dealing with questions of wages, working hours, accident 
prevention, labor law, home work, working conditions and similar matters, 

Q Who issued your directives pertaining to your work? 

A As far as I received any directives at all, they came from the 
leiter of the DAF, 

Q Who was the Leiter of the DAF? 

A Dr. Ley. 

Q The directives you received from him did you receive in his 
capacity as leiter of the DAF or as organization leiter? 

A In all problems pertaining to my specific work, he prescnted 
himself to me es the leiter of the DAF, 

Q And to whom did you give your pertient directives? 

A I gave them to the central section within the amt, further by 
way of the Gau managers and I issued them to the corresponding sections 
in the Gaus, 

Q How many departments did you have under you? 

A In my Amt. there were three main departments, which in turn 


had their sections, 


Q Were these also occupied by political leiters? 
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A Only party. 

Q Would you state, on the basis of your personal knowledge and posi tion 
and your activities over a long period of years, that you sre competent to 
give information pertaining to a large circle of political leiters, for in- 


stance all the volitical leiters in the lebor front? 


A For eight years, I was the leiter of an importent office. Consequently, 


I am satisfied I can give information regarding the political leiters of the 
DAF in essential questions, 

Q The prosectuion charges the political leiter corps in its entirety 
and also includes the political leiters of the DAF with participating in a 
olan of conspiracy, which had for its goal the starting of an aggressive 
wer and in the execution of this, crimes were committed against the rules 
of humanity, war and war crimes.: I ask you did the circle of voli tical 
lei ters which you represent here have any knowledge of these matters? 


A I can clearly answer this question by "no." Adolf Hitler outlined 


the functions of the political leiters of the DAF in November of 1934 and 


+ > 


this has never been changed. During all these years the political lei ters 
of the DAF never received any directives that would enable them to act in 
such 8 manner. The decree says very briefly thet we were to eee 
pesce by securing the justified interest of the employers and employees, 

Q Do you believe that the political lei ters could have been able to 
become aware of the things charzed by the prosecution? 


A It was customary to inform the political leiters only about those 


matters which belonzeà within their scope of duty and thus, generally the 


political leiters of the DAF were informed of matters of a political nature, 
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Q Consequently, you do not believe that vou have omitted any thing 
which would make you guilty in order to find out about such rlans? 

A In all the years our task was purely a social one, consequently 
there was no motive on our part to either assume such plans or find out 
about such plans,

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G Could one join orr esien from the socalled Corps of Political 
Life voluntarily? 

A There was no resigning and joining such, as in any other political 
organization. One was given a function inthe Art, and one was suggested 
by one's superior for an appointment as political leiter,

© Did the Amtswalter of the DAF in the Gau/and the Gauleiter participate 
in the regular meetings of the Hoheitstraeger? 

A I can answer definitely only in pertaining to the xmigkx Kreis level, 
the only regular conference of the Amtsleiter of the German Labor front were 
with the Leiter of the DAF. The Political Leiters of the Central Offices 
never participated in regular conferences of the Party Chancellery, which 
is the competent authority for the Reichsleiter, Individual Antsleiters were 
called into these conferences, if deemelthe discussions were pertinent to 
their special duties. The Astsleiter of the DAF as such did not participate 
in Reichs meetings, or Gau meetings, As far as the Gauleiters is concerned, 
I can say that insofar as the regular conferences that took place with 
the Gauleiters, only the Gau-manager of the DAF, or his deputy participáted, 

Did the Amtswalter of the DAF receive any directives pertaining 
to their duties from the Hoheitstraeger? 

4 Yes, I received my professional directives exclusively from the 
Leiter of the DAF. 

4 Witness, did you, or the large circle of political leiters, which you 
represent here, ever consider the moral preparation for war a part of your 


duties, or your duty? 0 


A The political leiters of my professional Circles neither considered 
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this our task nor did they receive any such directives. This also ap;lies 
to myself. 

Q Were you informed in conference, or by secret orders of things like 
that with your faculties leaning in such direction? 

A No. 

Did you inform the Leiters subordinate to you in this direction? 

A No. 

Q Is the Party program an important basis for their charges? 1 ask 
you, were you and the circle of Political Leiters which you represent 
conscious that the points one, two and three of the Farty program, that 
is advanced for the union- built Germany on the basis of right or self- 
determination, demanded equality and consideration of the peace treaty of 
Versailles and Saint Germaine, the demands of colonies that points to 
domination of foreign peoples? 

A I had never heard and neither have I seen anything in the Reich which 
interpreted the Party program that way. 

G And were the Political Leiters generally aware that these goals 
were to be achieved kg if necessary by force, or even by war? 

A Certainly the Political Leiters of the DAF never received such 
a directive. 


© Howdid you think these three points were to be realjged? 


A I was convinced that Hitler and his first asgtants were to do 
۱ ۸ 
everything to achieve their particular points by way of discussion and 
conferences. 


Q Did you am the circle of people, or individuals through consent, 


believed that the repeated assurances of peace by Hitler, and of other 
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parties were true and considered them as he said they were? 

A Peace was the sine qua non for the fulfillment of the social duties 
which were put to the DAF Leiter,that not only believed in the assurance 
of peace gladly,but that even assented to them,and we had every cause to 
believe that. It sas just about in 1939, that is to say, shortly before 
the object of the war that that authority or solution of the problems 
which were of an authoritative peaceful character took place. May I 
give a few examples. In the summer of 1939 in Hamburg we had the DAF 
with a clear task to secure and to affirm elections with the labor or 
other peoples by the institution of the "Strength through joy" program. 
It was in this peiod that we had received the clear order to realize the 
Party program, I believe. was point fifteen, which required the pensioning 
in a large scale old age pension program for the German nation. The 
Folitical Leiter of the organization "Strength through joy" received from 
Dr. Ley a task around this period to organize a mass visit of German workers 
at the Olympia. Furthermore, we considered the pact with the Soviet Union 
the clarification of the most dangerous and strongest point of tension. 

. In Europe what was the purpose of the people's army, and the repro- 
duction of the draft or conscription? 

A I can only repeat here what was told to you. They said that by mak- 
ing the nation Wehrhaftmung, it would insure the defense. 

Did the Political Leiters in ycur circle of activity become clear that 

doing away with Parliamentary procedure in Germany served the sole purposes 
of eliminating people and state by the NSDAP, conscious of preparation of 


war, and to commit crime against peace and humanity: 


A Ho, They did not have an objective, or positive memory of the

Parliaments before 1:33, There was no reason to believe that the Parliament 
would be later, because one of the Party points demanded precisely the 
creation of an authoritarian Parliament. 

Q Were the Political Leiters aware that for the sane reason, that in 
order to prepare for the aggressive war protective custody and concentration 
camps were introduced? 

A No, 

MR. TAYLOR: Let's take a ten ni ut recess. 
(Recess) 
WR TAYLOR: Proceed with the examination, 
BY DR. KRAUS: 

Q I refer to my last question which dealt with concentration camps. 

How far did the circle of Political Leiters you represented deal with the 


Question of concentration camps, and of the knowledge ałxmadg that they

have of these camps 
A The Political Leiters of the DAF had ho authority or executive power as 
to these methods, therefore, in their capacity as Political Leiters of the 
DAF had no power to take any executive measurements along this line. As 
to how far they had knowledge of these things I can not state as to all 
Political Leiters,but only as far as I myself am concerned, 
Q Did you in your capacity as Political Leiter have more knowledge of 
these things then the average German who merely knew that there existed a 
certain number of them?

COLONII GRIFFITH-JONES: I think in this respect that is the 


most unimportant question I have heard here, and immaterial. In any 
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event this witness's personal knowledge is admissible,and for the defense 
counsel to attempt to get in evidence of this kind as to the witness's 
knowledge of other Germans is not admissible,and in that respect most im- 
portarnt. 

MR TAYLOR: Read the question. (Whereupon the question was read) 
I think that question is improperly put tothe witness. I do not believe 
that the witness is really qualified to answer that as to knowledge of other 
persons,and, I qnot. believe that the question is material. I think that 
is irrelevant. You are not stating the defense of the organization. The 
objection is sustained. 

DR. KRAUS: May I ain my capacity as defense counsel take a posi- 
tion as to the objection? 

MR. TAYLOR: Yes, you may have an exception. 

BY DR. KRAUS: 

© The Political Leiters in general have been charged in the accusation 
with the question of concentration camps in general. It is, therefore, ab- 
solutely necessary, too, that the defense takes a position as to the re- 
sponsibility of all the Political Leiters, and especially of the circle of 
Political Leiters as represented by the present witness. 

HR. TAYLOR: Dr. Kraus, don't you think that the witness has in 
general made a clear cut general denial of any participation in any of the 
crimes that are charged in the indictment. 

DR. KRAUS: Well, for the production, therefore, of the evidence 
it will be sufficient if the witness states by very short answer that they 
have nothing to do with those crimes, but such an answer should be made 


possible by allowing my cuestion.

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MR. TAYLOR: I aen'!, think yow question is proper for the record, 
but go ahead and answer the question without a lot of detailed explanations. 
BY DR. KRAUS: 

Q I repeat the question. Had the Political Leiters,and the circle d 
Political Leiters you represent more knowledge of the advance in concen- 
tration camps than the average German in general? 

MR. TAYLOR: You may answer that. 

THE WITNESS: The Political Leiters had no other information as 
to the question of concentration camps than the whole public opinion, They 
had no authority ani no orders with regard to this question. 

BYDR. KRAUS: 

Q Were the Political Leiters in your period of activity aware of the 
fact that the Xxiixxmxwknxg amalgamation of Jewish influence in the economic 
deal was only how to prepare a war? 

À I don't know how far the domination of the Jewish influence in the 


German economy could be considered as preparation for war,and I think that 


is an opinion which I can give on behalf of all the Political Leiters, too. 
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Did the group of which you represent have any kind of knowledge for‏ مه 
plans of definite solution of Jewish problems by physical extermin-tion in‏ 
extermination camps?‏ 

å. I may here refer to my personal knowledge, and I have to state and 
it is only by what has been caused by the reports of the Nurnberg trisls that I 
have had knowledge of such mximrxixxkixx terms as extermination camps and final 
solution ofJewish problems, 

MR, TAYLOR: Dr. Kraus, if you have talked with the witness as 
to his knowledge and information concerning these questions, then may I ask 
jou Xxx£ to not ask these questions any more, because he has stated that he 
doesn't know anything about them personally. Now you know, Dr. Kraus, whether 
or not your witness personally knows the answers to the question and has the 
information. He says he has only learned of these matters since the Nurnberg 
triesls, You are wasting time by doing that, 

DR. KRAUS: It seems to, however, to be relevant that the 
Tribunal know of these fects. It is not sufficient if I have knowledge of them, 
and the Tribunal hes to be informed of these things., 

MR, TAYLOR: But your witness seys hehas only lesrned of these 
facte from the Nurnberg trials; therefore, that is hegrsay testimony - he knows 
nothing about it himself, Let's confine your evidence to the issue and defense 
of your organization,doctor, rather then have hearsay testimony. Let's proceed - 
we sre wasting more time by gg &rguing over these objections than we are setting 
evidence, 

Q. Have the Political Leaders in one wey or the other had any common responsibility 


for the events of November 1938? 


COL. JONES: I suggest that all these questions be answered yes or , 


no, We ere wasting hours, apart from relevancy of these things, by listening to 
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the witness repeating the question every time onef is asked, That last question 
can be easily answered yes or no, 

THE WITNESS: I have only asked what the question was, 

MR, TAYLOR: Repeat the question to the witness, 

(The German court reporter repeated the question)

Had the Political Leader anything to do with the turning over to xy‏ مه 
Aryens of Jewish property?‏ 

Á, No, 

Q Witness, the prosecution has submitted the document, D-75, This document 
is a letter from the Chief of the Party Chancellory to the Gauleiters. It is 
headlined - National Socialism and Christanity. In this document there is e 
passage saying “as well as the bad influence of astrologists, fortune tellers, 
and other cheats has to be eliminated - the church has to be entirely elimineted 
too.", I ask you - had the Political Leaders of your area of activities any 
information by way of conferences or other ways of these plans? 

A. In the circle of the Political Le-àers of the DAF, we had only one 
principle, and that was let everybody be happy according to his principles, 
There are Political Leaders which were my fellow workers and who had all the 
different confessions as Catholic, Protestant, and Goffglaubige. 

MR, TAYLOR: Dr, Kraus, from that answer the Commission tekes it 
that this witness has made a complete general denial of the activities of his 
organizetion and denied any part in any of the crimes alleged in the indictment, 
The witness has testifed to the fact that his organization which he represents, 
wes merely a social activity, and in fairness to the other orzenizations and 


the rest of the Political Leader witnesses, it is necessary that we confine 


the examination of this witness to those points which have not been covered; 
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otherwise you are taking advantage of the other attornide and the other witnesses 
that should apnear before this Commission. The Commission is going to hold that 

the cross examination of this witness will start at 2 o'clock, so I do hove you 
finish by 1 o'clock, Proceed with the further examination of the witness, Dr. Kreus, 

Q. Were the Political Leaders aware of the fact that the dissolving of the 
trade unions were meant to bring about a preparation of War, and to eliminate all 
free Opinion of the worker? 

A. There was no reason for thinking that, 

Q. Is it possible to state thet the DAF was forced on German lahor? 

A. The DAF has been crested at a moment when the Betriebszellenorganisation 
had already three million members, In 1933, the trade unisors had decreasing 
amount of members, because of the great number of unemployed, end it may be 
said thet the DAF has taken over about five million workers from the trade 
unions, 

Q Have the finencial claims of the memb°srs of the trade unions been 
maintained later within the frame of the DAF? 

A, The Chief of the DAF has declared in the presence of his fellow workers 
and of public opinion that the gained advantages and legal claims of the 
workers had to be maintained in all events - meaning that the DAF took over 
the payment to the invalid, incapacitated, insurence and old age insurance, 

Q. Witness, please answer in very short way to the next question, Have 
only the organizations of employees been teken into consideration at the dissolving 
of the trade unions or were the organizations of the employers considered too? 

A, The organizations of the employers were considered too, 

Q, Was there any disadvantage for labor deriving from the later coordination 


of employees end employers associations? (7

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Q. Has the creation of the German labor front strengthened or weekened the 
influence of labor within the State? 

A. The fact of putting all those labor organizations together in one£ 
great labor front gave this front very great power with regard to both the 
State and economy. 

Q. Along with other charges the prosecution makes the Corps of Folitical 
Leaders responsible for the mass deportations, and for what is celled the 
indignant treatment. n how far did the Politicel Leaders deal with the 
selection and transportation to Germany of foreign workers? 

A. The Political Leaders of the DAF had nothing to do with neither re- 
cruiting nor transporting into Germany of these foreign workers. 

Q, In how fer did the Political Leaders of the DAF deal with those questions 
of foreizn workers at all? 

A. It was voluntary that the DAF has teken charge of these foreign 68 


when the first foreign workers came to Germany - they were Italians, Czechs, 


and Slovaks - in 1938,

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Q, In whet manner did you deal hose workers? 


A. May I auote some examples,

A, In July or towerds July 1933, at the beginning of this strong bombing 
of this area, I was ordered to take a ort in the battered factory area, Ii was 
my difficult task and duty to 28125512 the factory output in spite of the bomb- 
ing, The difficulties increased from one month to the other, and we had to make 
all the possible efforts in order to have the industry in those areas not simply 


to break down. It was one of my most difficult tasks to prevent the moving É 


of labor which was very dangerous for the economic situation, In this line 
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laborers 
/ - 
the primary tasks were first of all the feeding of the/xxxmyxz and then the 


housing. I may say that the securing of food hes always entirely succeedéd 

in spite of the great difficulties. I have ordered myself the construction of 

six food trains and of several movable kitchen units, After every attack of this 
area of the rural territory, I have been myself in the factory I was assigned to, 
and I have seen it that on the next morning already during the general cleaning 

up it was seen that the food was provided for. Furthermore, I had from one 

factory to another organized neighborly food eid - thet means thot if the kitchen 
of one factory were bombed, the kitchens of the other factories would come to 

the rescue, It was, of course, a point of attraction fartkr for the workers that 
they were aware that even in the event of bomboing there was good food organization 
within the factory. I may state as a very zreat success that while at the bezinning 
of my activity, after each attack, 40 to 45% of the workers were lacking - even 

in 1944 during the strongest bombing attack - this figure reduced to 15 - 12 or 
even 10%, 

Will you tell us what you know about the number of calories and clothing‏ مه 
of these foreign workers in the area that you have been in and so severely damazed‏ 
by bombinh?‏ 

A, In this task which was a psrt of my work down there, not only the German 
workers, but the foreign workers which were a large part of the labor down there, 
have taken an active part. The number of calories which were distributed by 
this special helo wag, of course, strongly above the number of calories given 
to each German by the Russian Cards. The most difficult task was the housing

A. Even during the Va r, I have no knowledge of an official rate of calories 
of 1000 = neither for Germans nor £oreigners. If there are reports of unhealthy 
housing conditions, the factory wes immediately ordered to do something about it 
because we needed healthy people for the work, 

Q. Witness, is it possible at all to consider the conditions at the factory, 
Krupp in Essen, as conditions to be taken for an 281 

A. The town of Essen, and the Krupp factory have been one of the most 
bombed areas, and it is therefore scarcely possible to take this area as an 
average for Germany.

Q, Have you had knowledge of a principle fuehrer decree of the year 1940, 
according to which nobody vas to be told of anything which should be kept secret, 
unless he should have knowledge of these things, because they are not in his 
field of activities, and that even then he should be told only what was indispen- 
sible for the fulfillment of his task? 

A. Twice I had to inform all my fellow workers of this Fuehrer decree, and 
everyone had to sign that he had been informed of this decree. Furthermore this 
specific Fuehrer decree was posted up in many offices,

Ae He was the adviser of the Cau Leader regarding all problems per- 
taining to the DIT. 
Qe You have told us also that the DAT were responsible for the care 
of foreign workers employed in industry? 


Ae It assisted the factory management in measures pertaining to the 


care of foreign workers. The agency directly responsible for that care is ل‎ 


the factory itself. 
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Qe Let us be guite clear about this. I have before me an order 
issued by Sauckel in May 1942, the number is PS 3044, U. S.206, laying 
down directives for the care, lodging and treatment of foreign workers 
of both sexes. Do you remomber the order? 

Ae Wo, I do not recall it, 

0. Let me just quote to you, pagra paragraph six of that directive 
lays it down; The care of foreign workers employed in the Reich (a) by 
the German Reich Food Administretion in the case of farm workers and (b) 
by the German Workers Front in the case of non-farm workers. And again

I take it that reflects the responsible agency? 

Ae It has take! over the care of these people. However, this means 
that it assists the factory in that manner. It does not mean that the 
DAF had the authority to put down the amount of wages received or working 
hour se 

Qe In that same order it says: 

"That in all German Gaus the Gau leader will have the right of inspection 
and control over the execution of these orders." That is correct? 

A. That is true of the labor front, but at the time that Sauckel's 
was appointed plenipotentiary for the employment of labor, in order to be 
particularly effective himself he had asked tho Gau leader over the 
chancellor to pay attention to these matters and to assist hime I do not 
know whether he had the Gau leader do it in the capacity of, that is to 
say whether it was in a State or leader capacity. 


Qe I just want to ask you how the Cau leader and the Reich leader 


carried out thet duty? Will you look at Document D-313, U, S. 301, in r 
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that you will seo affidavit sworn to by 8 political doctor who was looking 
after a section of Polish prisoners of War working in the Krupp factory. 
You see about five lines down he personally visited the Russian PW camp 

in the Raumastrasse in Essen. 

^. May I say that he is talking about Russian and French Prisoners 
of War and that the DAF had nothing to do with Prisoners of War. 

Qe You say that the DAT, for example in Essen, had nothing to do 
with Prisoners of War who were employed side by side with foreign workers 
in factories? 

Ae The Prisoners of War never lived together kkratxturethar with the 
foreign workers, The German Labor Front had no competency as far as Prisoners 
of Wer were concerned. 

Qe We will not pursue that document further. Let me show you a 
photograph of some of the houses in Krupp factories where foreign laborers 
were working or ra ther housed, 

Ae I do not know these barracks of my own knowledge, but I do know 
foreign workers were sheltered in wooden or brick barracks. 

Q. You will see that these barracks are right in the center of the 
Krupp factory, are they not? You can see the crane almost over the roof. 

Ae I do not know whether these were the Krupp works, but most of these 
barracks were built in the vicinity of the works so as not to disturb the 
traffic. 

Oe I only made that point to emphasize that everybody in Krupp and the 
DAF group must have known of the conditions under which they were living, 
mustn't they? 

Ae Krupp for this purpose of course had its camp leaders, but the 


special commanders of the camps and officers for these barracks would have / 
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to pay attention to these matters. If this picture is to prove that 
foreign workers were always sheltered within the precints of the factory 
Qe Perhaps you will just confine yourself to answering my questions. 
You see a little tin box outside these buildings, I will show you a 
clearer picture of that. That was their punishment cell; that was the place 
where foreirn laborers employed in the Krupp works were locked up as a 
punishment? 
BY DR. KRAUSS: 
I have a question. 
BY COL. GRIFFITH-JONES; 
Not at the moment. 
BY THE COMMISSIONER: 
If you have an objection, Dr. Krauss. 
BY DR. KRAUSS: 
I object, I would like to know if the document has deen submitted? 
BY COL, GRIFFITH-JONES; 
The document has been submitted. It is D 382, U, S. 897. 
Q, Witness, do you call that a very humane method of م‎ unishing 
workers? 
Ae No. If a political leader of the German Labor Front had ever 
seen anything like that he would have stopped it, 
Qe But if a political leader of the Labor Front was doing his job, 
he was bound to see those cells outside of the huts of the Krupp Factory? 


Ae If he had ever seen those barracks he, of course, has seen the 


cells, but during war time we did not 8 hundreds of gau workers, we had

just a few. 
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Q. Let me just read from an affidavit, D 382, U, S. 897, which is 
an affidavit signed by a number of workmen who were working of course, 

You see it says, I read:" Frequently even 2 or 5 335378 people were pressed 
into one compartment. A Russian woman who was seven months pregnant had 
been pressed into the cupboard in a bestial manner. There were a few sieve- 
like air holes through which cold water was poured on the unfortunate 
victims during the ice cold winter." If that sort of thing was happening 
frequently in the midst of the Krupp factory, the DAF kries leader must 
have known about it, mustn't he? 

(At this point the witness started to shout and sesticulate.} 
BY COL. GRIFFITH-JONES: 

Please keep your temper. There is no use your getting angry 
with me, this is what your people wero doing, not us. 

Ae All I say is this. If that has exactly happened, it contradicts 
the explicit directives of the DAF. If the DAF would have known of it, 
the individual responsible would have been reported to the criminal courts. 

Qe We will deal with all that later. will you look at the last 
paragraph. That is one of the men who swore to the affidavit; 

"Personally saw how 3 Russian civilian workers were locked into the 
cupboard (two in one compartment), afther they had first been beaten on 
New Year's night 1945, Two of the Russians had to stay the whole of the 
New Year's night locked into the cupboard and cold water was poured over 
them as well." Just take this (handed witness a steel Pipe). That was 
what the Russian civilian workers were being beaten with. Do you think 
that the DAF leader in Krupp factory was unaware that Russian civilian 


workers were being locked up in these cells and being beaten with these 
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Ae I do not believe he knew it. The competent office of the DAF, 
which was the AMT Employment, contained a so-called camp leader warning 
card index. Every one who had abused his job in comection with the employ- 
ment of labor was entered in there, So that such a man wes never permitted 
to come in contact with Foreign labor anymore, 

Qe How can you say that the DAF leader did not know what was going 
on in the Krupp works where 20,000 slave workers were employed? 

Ae I am convinced that he did not know of that, otherwise he would 
have taken steps on the basis of his directives. 

Oe Let me just refer you back to another paragraph in Sauckel's order 
of May 1942; "The special regulabions concerning the treatment of 
foreign workers will remain unchanged." Were there special provisions for 
the treatment of Russian workers as a group? 

Ae Nos there were decrees which were generally valid. 

or You do not think this wes some of the special provisions that 
were made to apply to the treatment of Russians? 

Ne The directives which the political leader of the Labor Front had 
received pertaining to the treatment of foreign labor were essentially that 
a just treatment would bring about the greatest efficiency by all those 
laborers. One can not achieve dear by unjust treatment, 

Qe One thing is question/ that treatment had nothing to do with the 
air raids? ۱ 

A. It = nothing to do with the air raids. 

Qe Or was it by chance the means you employed when the air raids got 


bad to maintain your production? 
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Ae No, that would have achieved the opposite. That would have vade 
Caused the workers |o Sape. We did not have the men to keep them there. 

Qe The men who were in charge of the Krupp factory didn't think it 
was the wrong way to treat them? 

Ae I do not know. 

Qe What is the KYD? 

Ae That is the German Insurance Doctor's Association. 

Oe Had the doctors rot a representative on the Gau, Kreis, and 
Ortsgruppen Leaders staff? 

Ae I do not remember the title, but there was a Cau physician's 
leader. 

Qe Will you look at Document 366; now you see that is one of your 
own documents. Here is the original. That is a letter signed by Dr. Yaeger 
who describes himself as the Krupp Works doctor, 

Ae The doctor is not an employee of the DAF. He is either an 
independent physician or he is employed by the factory. 

Qe That may be so, but I am just asking you some general questions, 
That letter is addressed to Gau leader Dr. Heinz. Who would that be? What 
sort of Gau leader? 

Ae It is not the AMTs leader of the DAF because that is Dr, Sturm, 

Qe I am just asking you for my information. What kind of Cau leader 
was Dr. Heinz? 

Ae Since the distributing key read KVD, that is probably the physician's 
leader. The men on the highest level were subordinates to the National 


Health Leader Dr. Conti, 
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Q, That letter vou see is a letter of protest of the appalling 
conditions, particularly medical, at Camp Dorston. I suppose that has 
nothing to do with the DAF, has it? 

Ae I can not find out that, In any case this statement itself does 
not mention the DAF, I do not know the persons, with the exception of 
Vr. Ihn, end this wes one of the members of the Krupp factory. 

Qe Rabenhorst Camp is still not ready. That is a foreign laborers 
camp, isn't it and the DAF was responsible for it? 

Ne The hospital berrack was supposed to be erected by the company 
and the DAF had to be informed and was to assist theme 

Qe That letter was written on the 18th Aurust 1944? 

A, That originates from 1944 which is the tire of the bombing 
attacks. 


Qe Will you look on to the next document in your file, I do not

The ci:ficultics increased fron cne month to 
the other, and we had to make all the possible efforts in order to have 
the industry in thse areas not simply to brcak downe It was one of my 
most difficult tasks to prevent the moving of labor which was very cangerous 
for the economic situatiope In this line the primary tasks were first of 
all the feecing of the laborers aid then the housing. I may say that the 
securing of focd has always ontiroly succeeded inspite of the great diffie 
cultiese I have ordercd myself tho construction of six food trains and 
of several mobile kitchen units, after every attock of this area of the 
rural territory, l have bem myself in the factory I was assigned to, and 
L have seen it that on the next morning alre dy during the general cleaning 
up it was seen that the food was provided for, F urthermore, l had from one 
factory to another orgmized neighborly food aid — that means thet if the 
kitchen of one factory was bombed, the kitchena of the other factories 
would come to the rescues It v -, of course, a point of attraction for 
the workers that they were aware that even in the cvnnt of tho bombing 
there was good food organization within the facto rye Imay state as a 
very grcat success that while at the beginning of my activity, after each 
attack, 4O to 45% of the workers ore lacking = even in 191), during the

telephoned Fraulein Block snd asked for an increase in the food as tho special 
ration had ceased from the second day onqarás,. As my telephone conversation 
was unsuccessful I avain visited Fraulein Block personallye  Fraulcin Block 
refused in a very abrupt manner to sive any other special ration," 

I will read on now with part of the lettor which describes the interview 
which took place with those three gentlemen of the Labor Front concerning that 
incidont which he has already describede Perhaps you will follow it in the 
letter, (And the witness takes the letter and looks on.) 

Now, regarding the discussion in detail, it is cloar two other rcentlomen 
of tho DAF and Fraulein Block, head of the icidkamp Kitchen, wero prosont 


in tho room. "Horr Prior conmonced and accused me, rosticulating in a very 
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insulting manner, saying i had taken tho part of the Bolshevists in too 
apparent a waye He referred to thc Law paragraphs of the Reich government 
which spoke against it. I was unfortunately not caring of tho legal position, 
otherwise i would hove left tho confidence room immediately. I then tried 

to make it clear to Herr Prior, with special emphasis, that the Russian PSs

were assigned to us as workers and not as Bolshevists. The people were 


starving and were not in a position to perform the heavy work with us in 
boiler makinr, which they were supposed to do, Sick people were a liability 
to us and not a help to production. This remark Herr Prior stated that if on 
was worth nothing, then 

that the Bolsheviks were soulless people and if one hundred thousand of them 
dic, another hundred thousand would replace them. On my remarking that with 
such a coming and soins we would not attain our goal, namely, the delivery 

of locomotives to the railways which the Reich were continually cutting down 


the time limit, Herr Prior said "Delivcries are only a secondary importance 


iy attempts to get “err Prior to extend our economic needs were not 


successful. In conclusion I can only say that, as a German, I knew our 


relations to the Russian Pls exactly and in tho a/m case I dealt only
